Not Safe, Says Fess. 

“T have always favored rediction of 
Ligher surtaxes, but I don’t believe it 
would be safe for us to go to the peo- 
ple on this question,’ Fess said. 

That statement so startled the other 
senators that they -hushed him up. 
Fess, in great confusion, sat down. 
Later, he said that he was not 
ashamed of what he had said, though 
he had understood he was speaking 
behind closed doors. 

Fess also said he favored forbidding 
of tax exempt securities, but was in- 
clined to believe that this issue is 
losing in popularity. 

He proposed a tax revision com- 
mission of eleven members. ‘Three 
would be chosen by the presiding of- 
ficer of the senate from members of 
the senate finance committee, three

Negro Committeeman 
From Georgia Wins in 
Cleveland—Mulvihill 
Delegates Unseated. 


Cleveland, -June 10.—Affirming the 
action of the national committee, the 
credentials committee of. the ‘repub- 
lican national convention voted over- 
whelmingly today to seat the delega- 
tien from Georgia headed by Henry 
Lincoln Johnson, negro national com- 
mitteeman from that state, and that 
from Mississippi under Perry W. 
Howard, a negro assistant United 
States attorney general. 

Immediately after the decision in 
the Mississippi case, the delegation 
from that state formally ratified the 
election of Howard as national com- 
mitteeman to. succeed M. J. Mulvihill, 
of Vicksburg, whose delegation lost 
its fight for a place on the convention 
floor. 

Two Majer Contests. 

The Georgia and Mississippi con- 
tests were the major ones appealed to 
the credentials committee and after 
they had been disposed of, the com- 
mittee went into night session to clean 
up the appeals in contests from Texas, 
the District of Columbia and the 
tenth Tennessee district. Scipio A. 
Jones abandoned his appeal from the 
decision of thé national committee in 


Arkansas under Nationa] Committee- 
man H. L. Remmel. The victories 
gained by Johnson and Howard, who 
renewed their own cases, were greet- 
ed by wild cheering, on the part of 
their delégations as well as many pe-

Washington, June 10.—The full 
American fleet, comprising both At- 
lantie and Pacific divisions, will mobi- 
lize and maneuver in the Pacific about 
the Hawaiian islands this coming 
winter and spring, the navy depart- 
ment has announced. 3 

After the maneuvers in the vicinity 
of the Hawaiian islands, the battle 
fleet, consisting of 12 first line fight- 
ing vessels, may go to Australia and 
New Zealand. 

Mobilization of the fleet will begin 
the first of the year. The major ma- 
neuvers will be held in the spring.

They came back with 
the legionaires’ indorsement of Har- 
bord and more discussion followed. 
All agreed 
sisted mostly of talk with the merits 
of some half dozen or more men under 
discussion. 

Among those whose names 
mentioned in addition to General Har- 
bord, Senator Curtis, Secretary.

The situation, it was agreed rather 
generally, has not reached the point 
where it was considered necessary to 
make a request of President Coolidge 
that he abandon his hands-off policy 
and indicate his choice. Such a course 
only was considered as a_ possible 
necessity should tomorrow'a confer- 
ence fail to develop any unanimity of 
opinion. 

Watson Holds Delegates. 

Tt was reported that Senator James 
Watson. of Indiana, for whom Indi- 
ana’s delegates are instructed, was 
considering release of his delegates, 
but when the start of the Beveridge 
movement became known to him it 
was said Senator Watson had de- 
cided to hold his delegates for a 
while. 

The Beveridge people were very ac- 
tive and as one of their first moves 
invited the Kentucky delegation to 
join them. 

Representative Robert L. Racon, of 
New York, announced he would work 
for the nomination of Beveridge, and 
said: 

“Beveridge is the kind of man the 
republicans need to carry our message 
to the people. President Coolidge 
will not make many speeches but will 
issue statements and talk over the 
radio. The people want to see a part 
of the national ticket. I do not take 
seriously the fact t’at he was in the 
progressive party. It is true he was 
with Roosevelt, but he is back in the 
party now.” 


COOLIDGE THUMBS

No Extra -Session, 


As the situation began to clear mp, 
word came from the white house ‘that 
the president does not intend to call 
an extra session of congress. Because 
of the muddle left, numerous demands 
had been made that congress be call- 
ed back. 

Stronger than these demands, how- 
ever, are those from progressives and 
insurgents, whe want congress to re- 
turn for enactment of farm and rail- 
road legislation. Some of these saw 
in the dilemma a lever to get con- 
gress back. Coolidge does not intend 
to Jet this happen. 

The solution of the bonus difficulty 
came Tuesday as a result of a series 
of conferences between President 
Coolidge and ‘various officials, in- 
eluding Director Lord, Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Davis and Adjutant 
General Robert C. Davis, in general 
charge of bonus administration. It 
appeared at first that the payments, 
beginning next March, might be held 
up for six months or more beyond 
that time because of lack of funds to 
pay the 4,000 clerks who will make 
out the preliminary papers and handle 
records and claims. 

Begin This Week. 


The work will go ahead speedily. 
setting under way by the end of this 
week, Assistant Secretary of War Da- 
vis announced Tuesday. Until July 
1, unexpected balances from last year’s 
appropriations will be used, he ex- 
plained. After that, current appro- 
priations for the war department and 
other branches will be allocated for 
this work to be replaced when con- 
gress returns in December. 

Davis said that about $2,000,000 
would be required for administration 
urposes until January next year. 
Within a few.weeks he expects the 
machinery to be so well oiled that it 
ean handle 60,000 ciaims a day; 

The president has directed Secre- 
tary of Interior Work to do every- 
thing possible to assist those affected 
by failure of the reclamation bill.

Keep Convention Awake 


To

Municipal Auditorium, Cleveland, 
June 10—As John Philip Sousa, the 
bandmaster, wearing enough gold lace 
to bow the knees’ and break the in- 
steps of a man less nobly constructed, 
lashed about him with his baton like 
a gentleman disciplining his wife 
with a®tchair leg, the republican na- 
tional convention of 1924 stirred 
feebly for a moment and breathed 
against the mirror. 

It moved, it blinked. One seemed to 
sense a thrill of life among the gents. 

Under the blows of the maestro’s 
intimidating wand, the washboiler 
horn bawled thunderous notes and 
mingled its huge voice with the shrill 
squee-squee of the piccolas and fifes 
as Sousa drove them to the thumping 
climax of his grand old march, “The 
Stars and Stripes Forever.” 

Not Long Enough. | 

But the trouble with Sousa s com- 
position was that he didn’t write 
enough of it and it ran out in five 
minutes, after which the republican 
national convention of 1924 rolled 
over, leaving a eall for 1:50, when 
the ushers gently passed through the 
dormitory, arousing the delegates and 
such few spectators as had remained 
through the session. so that the 
chambermaids could tidy up the place 
fer tomorrow's nap. A trained nurse, 
all in white, employed to attend to 
anyone who might be overcome by 
the excitement of a presidential 
nomination, kept silent vigil in_ the 
west section of the gallery, alone, 
with a hundred seats to choose from. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts, banished from the privileged 
seats on the platform, sat in the front 
row of the floor sections with his 
state delegation, like a baseball re- 
porter who has lost his job and 
prerogatives and is moping among 
the paying customers while his place 
in the press box is occupied by an- 
ether. The gentleman from Massa- 
chusetts seemed to be affected by the 
torpor of those around and about him, 
for his frosty head wes not held 
alert, his eves blinked and squinted, 
and his cotton whiskers did not 
twitch with animation, but drooped 
in seeming apathy. 

Burton Empties Benches. 

As Congressman Burton, of Ohio. 
standing before a sounding block at 
the end of the speakers’ platform, 
which is not unlike a cattle chute, 
droned endlessly on and on with the 
keynote address, the vacant patches 
in the spectators’ galleries spread and 
ran together. He is-a statesman of 
numerous years, but terrible tenacity. 

By the time Burton had finished 
atating the achievements and historic 
glories of the grand old party, there 
were untenanted chairs in the upper 
stories of the suditorium, whereas he 
had begun his remarks by referring to 
“this vast throng, rising gallery above 
gallery.” 

If Tex Rickard were here, he would 
have waggled his eating-cigar and as- 
saved the attendance as a “bust.” 
Perhaps Mr. Rickard, with his genius, 
could have saved the occasion by per- 
suading one of the more prominent 
warriors to hit another one on the 
teeth and knock hiin through the rail- 
into the press row. An incident 
of this nature was highly successful 
in New York last year, and the only

and Stripes Forever.” 


Sing America. 

The band aided later when the con- 
vention and its guests joined in sing- 
ing “America,” then trooped back to 
its stand while the business of a na- 
tional convention got under way. 

Chairman Adams, of the national 
committee, reduced his speaking part 
of the program to the limit of brev- 
ity. When he named Theodore Bur- 
ton, of Ohio, as temporary chairman 
and a delegation trooped down through 
the gangway to escort the tall Ohioan 
to the stand, a storm of applause be- 
gan. The committee chairman had 
overlooked the formality of conven- 
tion confirmation of the selection. He 
was reminded and turned to ask for 
the vote on Mr. Burton’s selection. 
An uproarious “aye” answered him 
and there was laughter at the inci- 
dent. 


Committee Meetings. 


Today's adjournment was followed 
by an afternoon of public hearings by 
the platform committee, at which ar- 
guments were heard for and against 
dozens of the projects of natiqnal or- 
ganizations who have sent represent- 
atives to the political conventions for 
years.

Selection of the subcommittee, on 
motion of Mr. Madden, was agreed 
to after the full committee at a four 
and one-half hour hearing received 
suggestions for platform planks from 
more than half a hundred men and 
women, 

Committee at Work. 


The drafting committee was back 
at work again tonight, meeting this 
time in executive session, to hear any 
arguments other members of the com- 
mittee desired to present. After this 
phase of the session had been con- 
cluded, actual work of revising the 
tentative platform structure whipped 
together during the last two days by 
some of the convention leaders was 
begun. 

Chairman Warren, in announcing 
the personnel of the drafting commit- 
tee, made it plain that he was seek- 
ing to give representation to all geo- 
graphical sections of the country. 
No place, _however, was_ tendered 
Representative Cooper, of Wisconsin. 
a resolutions committee member who 
had announced he would offer a sub- 
stitute platform in line with the poli- 
cies of Senator La Follette and other 
republican insurgents. 

Not only had Mr. Cooper given no- 
tice of his intentions but Mr, Creaz- 
er had notified his colleagues that be 
intended to press in committee for a 
clear-cut stand against the Ku Klux 
Klan, : 

Tentative Provisions. 

As a basis for its deliberations to- 
night, the drafting committee had 
tentative provisions before it which 
had the sanction of President Cool- 
idge. It was indicated that before the 
platform takes final shape further 
views of the president would he 
sought by telephone, particularly with 
regard to the more important declara- 
t:ons in the instrument. 

It became apparent tonight that re- 
gardless of the decisions made by the 
subcommittee, several fights over 
specific issues were in prospect when 
the full committee meets tomorrow 
morning. 

Some committee members want to 
go the length of supporting in defi- 
nite terms the policies of President 
Coolidge which have met with opno- 
sition in congress, and desire to see 
a plank adopted condemning in plain 
terms the bonus law, the senate for- 
eign relations committee world court 
plan, and the failure of congress to 
follow the advice of the executive 
regarding postponement of Japanese 
exclusion, 

Such a step will be resisted stub- 
bornly by committee members who 
happen to be among those who op- 
posed the president’s policies in ithe 
senate and house. In addition, the 
committee is far from agreement re- 
garding farm relief, the Ku Klux 
Klan issue ‘is yet to be fought out, 
and the drys have started a new 
rumpus by insisting that the platform 
not only declare generally for law 
enforcement, but single out the 18th 
amendment in particular, 

Question of Taxation. 


There also remains the subject of 
taxation. Some committeemen want 
to declare specifically for the Mellon 
plan, and some don’t. President Cool- 
idge has suggested that in view of the 
outcome of tax legislation in the past 
session of congress, the session meet- 
ing in December should undertake a

DEATHS IN GEORGIA 
SHOW BIG INCREASE 


Deaths in Georgia from diseases 
which affect children particularly, 
showed a marked inorease in La 
over 1922, according: to figures taken 
from the report of Dr. W. A, Evans, 
director of the bureau of vital sta- 
tistics of the state board of health. 
Total deaths in the state during 1923 
were 2,300 more than during 1922, 
the figures show. Of this increase, 
1,200 were among the whites and 
1,100 among the negroes, an increase 
of 6.9-per cent among both races. 

“There was a decrease in the num- 
ber of deaths from certain communi- 
cable diseases,” the report reads, 

others affecting particularly 


sé . . . - 
ee showed a marked increase. 


The records show a decrease of 113 
deaths from typhoid fever, 95 from 
malaria and 137 from diphtheria, 
while deaths from whooping cough in- 
creased 124 and measles 342. There 


was an increase of 51 deaths from). 


cancer, with a decrease of 39 from 
tuberculosis. The greatest increase 
was found among those deaths due to 
diseases of the respiratory traet, with 
2.908 deaths in 1922 and 3,612 in 
1923, an increase of 704. Of this in- 
crease 579 were due to pneumonia. 

“These figures do not include the 
increase in influenza from 1,014 in 
1922 to 1,500 in 1923, a difference of 
486. There was also an increase of 
519 deaths ascribed to diseases of the 
circulatory system, with 338 said to 
be due to heart disease. Bright's dis- 
ease increased from 2,903 to 3,139 
Diseases of the nervous system from 
2,822 to 2,985, of the digestive sys- 
tem from 3,030 to 3,069, with an in- 
crease of 187 due to old age, and 36 
to conditions pecular to early infancy, 


Suicide on Wane. 

“There were 15 less suicides in 
1923 than in 1922, with 181 in 1922 
and 166 in 1923. Accidental deaths 
increased from 1,481 to 1,535 and 
homicides decreased from 569 to 511. 
Firearms were used in 110 suicides 
in 1922 and 103 in 1923. The care- 
less handling of firearms resulted in 
141 deaths in 1922 and 140 in 1923 
as compared with 141 deaths in 1922 
and 144 in 1923 caused by railroud 
accidents. Firearms were used in 
427 homicideg in 1922 and 379 in 
1925 

“There were 203 deaths due to 
automobile accidents in 1922 and 267 
in 1923, an increase of 64. The care- 
less handling of machinery resulted in 
an increase of 18 deaths in 1923.” 


RAILROADS LIABLE 
IN CONSTRUCTION 
OF BRIDGE PASSES 


A railroad is liable for proper con- 
struction of a bridge crossing its 
tracks, and not the county in which 
the bridge is located, wag a decision 
given Tuesday morning by Federal 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the north- 
ern district of Georgia. 

The case arose when G. Hardin, of 
Missouri, brought suit against Hall 
county. Hardin met with an accident 
when his machine jumped an em- 
bankment where a bridge crosses 
Southern railway tracks in Hall coun- 
ty.

PLAN TO PROTECT 
FISHING INDUSTRY 
MADX PUBLIC HERE 


A proposed bill, reorganizing the 
game and fish department of the 
state, and providing for the extension 
and development of Georgia’s coastal 
fishery industry, which was drafted 
at the meeting here of the game and 
fish committee of the Georgia gen- 
eral assembly, was made public today 

The main purpose of the bill, as set 
forth in the draft, “is to provide 
means of protecting and developing 
the oyster and shrimp resources of 
our state.” ‘lio accomplish this re- 
sult provisions are made for the leas- 
ing of all state owned oyster lands at 
a nominal rent, creation of special 
officers to supervise and direct activi- 
ties jn the state tide-water regions, 
and to provide an adequate system of 
patrol and inspection of all fisheries. 

One of the most important pro. 
visions of the bill, it is stated, is that 
it excludes all non-residents of the 
state from leasing oyster lands or 
from fishing in Georgia waters for 
commercial purposes. All “inside 
fishing” by aliens would be prohibited 
as well as restrictions to outside 
waters as defined by law. 

The bill purposes to take the de- 
partment out of politics, and to place 
it on a strictly business basis by em- 
ploying only those who prove their 
fitness for the work, members of the 
committee stated.

Hits Monopoly System. 

That tyrannical power which the 
American people denied to a king they 
will not longer endure from the mo- 
ropoly system. The people know they 
cannot yield to any gruup the control 
of the economic life of the nation and 
preserve their political liberties. They 
know monopoly has its representatives 
in the halls of congress, on the fed- 
eral bench, and in the executive de- 
partments; that these servile agents 
wvirter away the nation’s natural re- 
sources, nullify acts of congress by 
judicial veto and administrative favor, 
invade the people’s rights by unlawful 
errests and unconstitutional searches 
énd seizures, direct our foreign policy 
in the interest of predatory wealth, 
und make wars and conscript the sons 
of the common people to fight them. 

The usurpation in recent years by 
the federal courts of the power to 
rullify laws duly enacted by the legis- 
lative branch of the government is a 
plain violation of the constitution. 
Abraham Lincoln, in his first inaugu- 
ral address, said: 

“The candid citizen must confess 
that if the policy of the government. 
upon vital questions affecting the 
whole people, is to be irrevocably fixed 
Oy decisions of the supreme court, the 
1 eople will have ceased to be their own 
rulers, having to that extent practi- 
cally resigned their government into 
rae hands of that eminent tribunal.” 

Federal Court Powers. 

The constitution specifically vests 
all legislative power 1n the congress, 
fiving that body power and authority 
to override the veto of the president. 
Federal courts are given no authority 
under the constitution to veto acts of 
congress. Since the federal courts 
bave assumed to exercise such veto 
power, it is essential that the consti- 
tution shall give to the congress the 
right to override such judicial veto, oth- 
erwise the court will make itself mas- 
ter over the other coordinate branches 
of the government. ‘I'he people them- 
selves must approve or disapprove the 
resent exercise of legislative powe: 
Ly the federal courts. 

Pledges of Party. 

“Awakened by the dangers which 
menace their freedom and prosperity, 
the American people still retain the 
night and courage to exercise their 
scverign control over their government. 
in order to destroy the economic and 
political power of monopoly, which 
nas come between the people and their 
government, 
the following principles and policies: 

“I. . We pledge a complete house- 
cleaning in the department of justice, 
the department of the interior, and the 
ciher executive departments. We de- 
rand that the power of the federal 
sovernment be used to crush private 
monopoly, not foster it. 

“=. We pledge recovery of the 
navy s oil reserve and all other parts 
of the public domain which have been 
fraudulently or illegally passed, or 
ctherwise wrongfully transferred to 
the control of private interests; vig- 
orous prosecution of all public offi- 
cials, private citizens and corpora- 
tions that participated in these trans- 
actions ; complete revision of the water 
rower act, the general leasing act, and 
oll other legislation relating to the 
public domain. We favor public own- 
ership of the nation’s water power 
and the creation and development of a 
national super-water power system, 
and strict publie control and perma- 
nent conservation of all the nation’s 
resources, .4ncluding coal, iron and 
other ores, oil and timber lands, in: 
the interest of the people. 

“3. We favor repeal of the Esch- 
(ummins railroad law and the fixing 
vf railroad rates upon the basis or 
actual, prudent; investment and cost 
of service. We declare for public 
ownershin of railroads with definite 
safeguarda against bureaucratic econ- 
trol, as the only final solution of the 
transportation problem. 

Reduction of Taxes. 


“4. We favor reduction of federa) 
faxes upon individual incomes and 
legitimate business, limiting the ex- 
actions strictly to the requirements of 
the government administration with 
rigid economy,- particularly by cur- 
tailment of the eight hundred million 
dollars now annually expended for the 
army and navy in preparation for fu- 
ture wars; by the recovery of the hun- 
dreds of millions stolen from the 
treasury through fraudulent war con- 
tracts and the corrupt leasing of the 
public resources; and by diligent ac- 
tion to collect the accumulated in- 
terest upon the eleven billion dollars 
owing us by foreign governments. 

“‘We denounce the Mellon tax plan 
as a device to relieve multi-million- 
aires at the expense of other taxpay- 
ers and favor a taxation policy pro- 
viding for immediate reductions upon 
moderate incomes, large increases in 
the inheritance tax rates upon large 
estates to prevent the indefinite ac- 
eumulation by inheritance of great 
fortunes in a few hands; taxes upor 
excess profits to penalize profiteers 
ing, and complete publicity under 
proper safeguards, of all federal tax 
returns, 

“We favor anbmitting to the peo- 
ple for their considerate judgment a 
constitutional amendment providing 
that congress may by re-enacting a 
statute make it effective over a judi- 
cial veto. 

“We favor such amendment to the 
constitution as may be necessary to 
provide for the election of all federal 
judges, without party designation, for 
fixed terms not. exceeding ten years, 
by direct vote of the people. 


Reduction of Duties. 
“6. We favor drastic reduction of 


the exhorbitant duties on manufac- 


tures provided in the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tarrif legislation; the  pro- 
hibiting of gambling by speculators 
and profiteers in agricultural prod- 
ucts; the reconstruction of the fed- 


eral reserve and federal farm loan) 


systems, so as to eliminate control by 
usurers, speculators and interantional 
financiers, and to make the credit of 
the nation available upon fair terms 
to all and without discrimination to 
business men, farmers and home 
builders. We favor such further 
legislation as may be needful or help- 
ful in promoting and protecting vo- 
operative enterprises and demand that 
the interstate commerce commission 
proceed forthwith to reduce by an ap- 
proximation to pre-war levels the 
present freight rates on agricultural 
products, including livestock, and up- 


we pledge ourselves to! 
‘and naval armaments and guarantee 


“7. We favor abolition of the use 
of injunctions.in tabor disputes and 
declare for complete protection of the 
right of farmers and industrial work- 
ers to organize, bargain collectively 
and conduct without hindrance ¢o- 
operative enterprises. We favor 
prompt ratification of the pending 
child labor amendment to the consti- 
tution. 

“8, We favor adjusted compensa- 
tion for the veterans of the late war, 
not as charity, but as a matter of 
right, and we demand that the money 
necessary to meet this obligation of 
the government be raised by taxes laid 
upon wealth in proportion to the abil- 
ity to pay, and declare our opposition 
to the sales tax or any other device 
to shift this obligation on to the 
backs of the poor in higher prices 
and increased cost of living, 

“) We favor a deep waterway 
from the Great Lakes to the sea. The 
government should, in conjunction 
with Canada, take immediate action 
to give the northwestern states an 
outlet to the ocean for cargoes, with- 
out change in bulk, thus making the 
primary markets on the Great Lakes 
equal to those of New York. 

"10. Over and above constitutions 
and statutes and greater than all is 
the supreme sovereignty of the peo- 
ple, and with them should rest the 
final decision of all great questions 
of national policy. We favor such 
amendments to the federal constitu- 
tion as may be necessary to provide 
for the direct nomination and election 
of the president, to extend the initia- 
tive and referendum to the federal 
government, and to insure a popular 
referendum for or against war except 
in cases of actual invasion. 

“1. We denounce the mercenary 
system of degraded foreign policy un- 
der recent administrations in the in- 
terest of financial imperialists, oil 
monopolists and international bank- 
ers, which has at times degraded our 
state department from its high serv- 
ice as a strong and kindly inter- 
mediary of defenseless governments to 
a trading outpost for those i:.terests 
and concession seekers engaged in the 
exploitations of weaker nations, as 
contrary to the will of the American 
people, destructive of domestic de- 
velopment and provocative of war.

There is 
evidence concerning two other crimes, 
almost as atfocious as the murder of 
Robert Franks, which may be pre- 
sented to the grand jury later on.

InG.O.P. Keynote Address 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The republican 
party was called upon today by The- 
odore E. Burton, of Ohio, the tempo- 
rary chairman of its national con- 
vention, to rally about the leadership 
of Calvin Coolidge. 

“The people—and all the people— 
have confidence in Calvin Coolidge,” 
Representative Burton declared in 
sounding the keynote of the conven- 
tion. “In the great array of rulers, 
kings and prime ministens, intrusted 
with power, there is none who can sur- 
pass him in honesty of purpose, in 
courage, or in high devotion to the 
welfare of his country.” 

Mr. Burton asserted that “by far 
the greater share of our citizenship 
looks to President Coolidge rather than 
to congress for leadership,” and he 
urged the party to take its stand 
with Mr. Coolidge on all of the contro- 
versial issues which have arisen We- 
tween the executive and some mem- 
bers of the republican majority in 
congress, 

He recommended that the party 
declare for American adherence to the 
world court with merely the Harding- 
Hughes reservations. He regretted 
that congress refused to accede to 
Mr. Coolidge’s wishes in enacting the 
Japanese exclusion provision of ‘he | 
immigration bill. He declared the 
new tax law abounded in defects and 
should not be taken as the last word 
in tax revision. He dismissed enact- 
ment of the bonus bill over the presi- 
dent's veto with the assertion chat 
“conditions created by it must be met 
and its provisions must be willingly 
accepted,’ 

Much of the blame visited upon <e- 
publicans in the session of congress 
just ended, he told the convention, 
however, “is not deserved because on} 
many major questions their party 

not commanded a majority in either 
branch.” 

Tribute to Harding. 

Enumerating the achievements of the 
republican party in its stewardship of 
national affairs in the past four years, 
he paid high tribute to the memory of 
President Harding, told of the accom- 
plishments under bis Jeadership and 
pronounced this benedicition: 

“Rest, wearied spirit, rest in peace, 
secure in the lasting remembrance 
which belongs to the immortals.” 

Varied and numerous were the oc- 
ecomplishments cited by Mr. Burton, 
ranging from the achievements of the 
arms conference and American 'nof- 
ficial participation in the work of the 
reparations experts and committee 
through the field of domestic activi- 
ties resulting from legislation and ex- 
ecutive undertakings. He pronounced 
it a record on which the party proud- 
ly could take its stand, ‘‘confident that 
when the ballots are cast in Novein- 
ber in numbers like the falling ‘eaves 
of autumn, this nation will elect Cal- 
vin Coolidge with a republican con- 
gress, and again crown our efforts with 
victory, 
splendid future of progress and peace.’ 

Turning to t'e future, the conven- 
tion chairman declared econémy in 
publie expenditures and reduction of 
taxes to be of the utmost importance, 
and that “an activ. campaign  f edu- 
cation must be conducted similar to 
that in the free-silver contest of 7896.” 
Such a campaign, he added, should «n- 
deavor to dispel the ‘persistent falla- 

cies’ that the final burden of public 
levies rests upon those who first make 
payments to the tax collector and that 
excessive surtaxes are desirable and re- 
sult in greater revenue. 

Pointing the way in domestic af- 
fairs still further, he inveighed agaist 
any tinkering with the federal reserve 

system; advocated an intelligent pol- 
icy of conservation with “‘no hundred- 
year franchises” nor any grant of re- 
sources needed by the nation for its

pressed the hope that there be left to 
the individual the greatest possible 
equality of opportunity and to the 
states the broadest field of activity in 
their proper sphere. 

Declaring “our foreiga relations «re 
assuming an importance never known 
before,” Mr. Burton declared members 
of the republican party were “‘by no 
means lacking in interest in what is 
happening in the rest of the world 1.0r 
are we unwilling to cooperate in the 
most friendly way with less fortunate 
nations.” 

League of Nations. 

“We have refused to join the league 
of nations, and this is in full accord 
with the wishes of the vast majority 
of the American people, as I believe,” 
he added. “So long as the league re- 
mains a political body, inevitably dom- 
inated by the larger nations of .iu- 
rope, poisoned with tradition of age- 
long animosities, membership is not 
for us.’ 

No fear should be felt, however, 
that entrance in the world court with 
the Harding-Hughes_ reservations 
would involve the United States in 
i the league, he said. He did not refer 
| to the amendments proposed by the 
'republican majority in the senate for- 
| eign relations committee but asserted 
| that the Harding-Hughes proposals 

were “sufficient safeguards and res- 
ervations to protect our own interests 
and they do not affect the great pur- 
poses of the court.’ 

Illustrative of the willingness of | 
the United States to aid and associate 
with other nations, the chairman de- 
clared that America stood ready to 
‘take the lead in another arms limita- 
| tion conference whenever the occasion 
}appeared suitable and that in the Eu- 


| ropean reparations tangle “‘whenever 
i the various nations can agree, when- 
ever they are willing to look to the 
future rather than to the past, Amer- 
ica’s aid will be given without stint 
and our boundless resources will be 
available in the way of loans for their 
rehabilitation and development.” 

Taking notice of indications of a 
third party .movement, Mr. Burton 
said a tendency in that direction was 
manifest wherever parliamentary gov- 
ernment existed. The  ffect, he add- 
ed, is “inevitably demoralizing, in- 
volving failure in constructive pouicies 
and often times control by a minority 
or combination of minorities.” Order- 
ly and effective parliamentary gov- 
ernment demands that the people di- 
vide into two parties on outstanding 
questions, he asserted, adding that 
“the strength and usefulness of the 
republican party must depend on the 
maintenance of enduring princip!2 in 
the advocacy of which triumph can 
only be secured by party solidarity 
and an organization whose members 
unite in closed formation and do bat- 
tle tu every foe.’ 

Turning to the recent congressional 
investigations, Mr. Burton said he 
“must enter a solemn protest against 
the impression that there is wide- 
spread corruption in the government 
at Washington,” although “there have 
been exposed to the scorn of the coun- 
try instances of bribery and dishon- 
esty on the part of public of..-ials, 
and of cupidity and over-reaching o 
the part of those who are ready to 


use their opportunity to debauch those | 


in office. 
For Law Enforcement. 

“The vast majority of public of- 
ficials, from tbe highest in the land 
to the humblest clerk in any depart- 
ment, are working honestly and faith- 
fully for the publie good,” he added. 
“It is time to call a halt upon in‘dis- 
criminate scandalmongering, which is 
largely designed to insult the intelli- 
gence and undermine the patriotism 
of the American people,” 

The chairman declared the republi- 
can party stood “now as alway« for 
law enforcement” and against “hasty 
changes in existing laws and regula- 
tions.” 
| He pointed to a long list of legisla- 
tive and executive acts designed to 
aid the farmers. He told of the im- 
provement in employment an. the 
benefit resulting to labor, of the suc- 
cess that attended the efforts of Pres- 
ident Harding to obtain abardon- 
ment of the twelve-hour day in the 
steel industry, and of the restrictions 
placed upon immigration, declaring 
that “limitation and selection must be 
the order of the day.” 

Establishment of >eace with Ger- 
many and the other former enemy 
powers also was listed us a republican 
accomplishment together with estab- 
lishment of a budget .,stem, reduc- 
tion of taxes, enactment of a tariff 
law “based upon the fundamental 
idea that our labor and enterprise 
‘should not be handicapped by differ- 
‘ences between foreign and domestic 
costs:

Mountaineer Resents 
Republican Action 
On Negro Questions 


Editor Constitution: The national repub- 
(ican committee has. voted to seat the 
“black” division of the Georgia republicans, 
and in so doing has violated every princi- 
Ple of the white race and of the American 
People. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Georgia state convention held by the 
‘blacks’? was composed of less than 350 
delegates, 90 per cent of whom were 
negroes; whereas, the state convention held 
by the white faction was composed of 600 
delegates—every county in the state being 
represented—100 per cent of whom were 


; white, the national committee has gone so 


far as to place the negro on the repub- 
“ican throne in Georgia. 

Are those responsible for this action 
ecting with any spirit of loyalty to their 
party, or the best interests of our nation? 
Instead,. they have réednced the strength 
of the party in Georgia 75 per cent. They 
have cast all respect for the white repub- 
licans of our state to the four winds, and 
have shown that they prefer the support 
of the negro to that of-the white man.

The rule requiring a two-thirds vote 
for the nomination of candidates for 
president and for vice president, the 
unbroken policy of the democratic 
party for nearly a hundred years, was 
first put into practice by the demo- 
crutic national convention at Balti- 
more, In 1832. Its author was Andrew 
Jackson, and its immediate purpose 
was to keep Vice President John C. 
Calhoun from getting the nomination 
again as Jackson’s running maie 

It overthrew Calhoun and set up 
Martin Van Buren as Old Hickory’s 
right-hand man and political heir. It 
materially changed the course of polit- 
ical history. Eighty years later, at 
Baltimore, it shattered the hopes of 
Champ Clark and raised up a new 
leader in the person of Woodrow 
Wilson. And the course of political 
history was again affected in perhaps 
a larger and more far-reaching way. 

The two-thirds rule was the first 
parent of what has since come to be 
known as the “steam roller,” an ex- 
pedient that a militant majority has 
often called into play when strong- 
arm methods seemed necessary to car- 
ry its point. 

The breach between Calhoun and 
Jackson, who had at first been close 
friends and political allies, grew out 
of their widely conflicting views on 
the issue of states’ rights. The trou- 
ble began with the tariff laws of 1824 
and 1828, which had introduced a 
system of protection for home man- 
ufactures. ‘The south was_ strictly 
an agricultural section, relying upon 
its unskilled and slave labor to ex- 
tract a living from the soil. It had 
no manufacturing enterprises, and it 
stoutly objected to a tariff system 
which gave special privileges, as it 
claimed, to northern manufacturers at 
its expense. 

Jackson had gradually gone over 
to the loose constructionist view of 
the federal constitution, and hig opin- 
ion had become elastic enough to ac- 
cept the doctrine of protection and of 
international improvements. The Cal- 
houn wing of the party clung to the 
theory of government laid down in the 
Kentucky and Virginia resolutions of 
1798, affirming the right of any state 
to declare null and void any act of 
congress that the state should judge 
to be unconstitutional. Following the 
passage of a new tariff act in 1832, 
which convinced the extreme southern 
democrats that protection had become 
the settled policy of the government, 
the resentment felt by the Calhoun 
followers flared up to fever heat and 
culmiinated in the attempt at _ nulli- 
fication by South Carolina, in 1832. 

Both Uncompromising. 
But Calhoun had broken with Jack- 


son sometime before the nullification 


In January, 1831, Van Buren was 
named by the president te be minister 
to England. His nomination was re- 


jected by the senate after he had en- 
tered upon his post of duty at London. 
It had been arranged that there should 
be ‘a tie vote in the senate so that 
Calhoun, the _ vice-president, might 
have the opportunity to cast the de- 
ciding vote against confirmation. This 
act of vengeance and of humiliation 
intensified the feeling of the Jackson 
men against Calhoun, while the re- 
action from it was helpful to the am- 
bitious plans of Van Buren, who as- 
pired to become the political heir to 
the tremendous Jackson power and in- 
fluence, 
Effect of Rule. 

The year 1832 is notable in the po- 

litical annals of the country as the 


first time that presidential nomina- 
tions were made in national conven- 
tions. It was a step forward in rep- 
resentative government from the old 
caucus and legislative methods of nom- 
ination. The lower southern states, 
loyal to Calhoun and his principles, 
constituted a very considerable por- 
tion of the delegates to the Baltimore 
convention, and the problem of the 
Jackson men was how to keep Cal- 
houn out of the runninz and at the 
same time to crush his influence. The 
two-thirds rule, born out of that po- 
litical emergency, turned the trick. 
It sidetracked Calhoun permanently 
ard started Van Buren on the high 
1ead to the presidency by the vice- 
presidential route. 

The two-thirds rule, although 
framed for a particular purpose, con- 
tinued in force after the immediate oc- 
casion for its adoption had passed. It 
has never been repeaied. It acted as 
boomerang, however, against its first 
beneficiary. After serving one term 
in the presidency as Jackson’s succes- 
sor, and after having been defeated 
for reelection in 1840 by Harrison. 
Van Buren was again a candidate in 
1844. A large majority of the dele- 
gates met at Baltimore pledged to hi; 
selection. But Van Buren’s views on 
the annexation of Texas were not ac- 
ceptable to the slave states, which 
combined and secured a reaffirmation 
of the two-thirds rule and thus kept 
Van Buren from getting the nomina- 
tion. The prize went to James K. 
Polk, who was elected the following 
Nevember. 

It has often been said that Champ 
Clark’ was the first and only candi- 
cate to receive a majority of votes in 
a democratie national convention and 
then fail to win the nomination. This 
is not correct, for Van Buren shared 
the same fate, and im the latter’s case 
there was a measure of poetic justice 
in being destroyed by the same weapon 
of expediency that.he and his friends 
had so cunningly devised for the de- 
struction of a political foe.

New York, June 10.—Rivington 
street is the east side’s lobster belt. It 
hasn't the glitter of Broadway but 
it has Epicurean delights that excel. 
The cellar cafes are mostly named for 
women. One sees much names as 
Mario Sylvana, Celeste and Olivia. 

There are marble-topped tables and 
proprietors serve the food with as 
much grace as the most’ accomplish- 
ed French maitre d’hotel. It is food 
highly seasoned — many relishes, 
steaming soup, strange pickled odd- 
ments and black coffee in_ glass 
tumblers. 

Each cafe has its two-piece orches- 
tra, usually a piano and violin, and 
Plays operatic airs. The east side lob- 
steria begins its hub-bub around 6 
o'clock, for patrons are mostly: gar- 
ment workers who must get their 


rest. At 10 the cafes are almost de-. 


seried. 

In each you see the sprinkling of 
white bearded Hebrew men wearing 
their hats and receiving all the little 
attentions rightfully due age. ‘They 
sit like ancient Buddhas puffing at 
Turkish cigarettes. When they do 
talk the buzz around them ceases. 
The east side respects age. 

People from ,uptown are welcome, 
but there is the intangible feeling 
that the east’ side cafes prefer to 
cater to their own. Each tempts the 
palate with dazzling window displays 
—meats, bolognas, yellow cheeses and 
goey pastry doo-dads. 

Outside is the Parisian touch— 
promenaders are strolling by in end- 
less streams, Gamins are playing in 
the gutter. Hurdy-gurdys play vag- 
rant tunes and young hand-holding 
lovers sit unabashed in shadowed 
doorways, 

It is a pleasant place—this old- 
world cross-section. Its people are 
mostly dreamers whose dreams come 
true, for they do not remain long on 
the east side. The old men who are 
there are usually men who have 
failed.

temperature is. It may be necessary |i 
for the doctor to measure the tempera- 
ture in certain cases, but I mean it 
never does the layman any good to 
monkey with a thermometer, On the 
contrary, the unwise use of a clinical 
thermometer in the home causes a 
great deal of unnecessary worry and 
alarm, I am sure. It is sometimes 
good for health, a little worry, pro- 
vided the worrying is in the right di- 
rection. But worrying over a fewit 
points of variation in the temperature 
of the body is worrying in the wrong 
cirection. 

The temperature of cold-blooded 
animals is below that of the surround- 
ing air—the reptiles, amphibians and 
fishes. The temperature of warm- 
blooded animals is above that of the 
surrounding air—birds, mammals (in- 
cluding man), But the body tempera- 
ture of birds and mammals is inde 
nendent of the temperature of the 
air, or practically independent of it, 
whereas the body temperature of rep- 
tiles, amphibians and fishes changes, 
within wide limits, with changes of ] 
the temperature of the surrounding 
environment. Their temperature 1s 
almost as low as the water or air 
or earth around them in the winter, 
and almost as high as the temperature 
of the surroundings in summer. Not 
so with birds, mammals and man par- 
ticularly. In the warm blooded ani- 
mals more heat is produced by metab- 
olism, these groups having a_ rela- 
tively active oxidation process, the 
vital functions maintain a  con- 
stant heat production. Likewise they | 
have a heat regulating apparafus or |. 
mechanism which the cold-blooded i 
animals Jack. Only the hibernating 
animals, which are warm-blooded, have 
a poorly developed heat-regulating ap- 
paratus; in the winter time their tem- 
perature goes far below the normal 
as their metabolism or vital processes 
of oxidation slows. i 

To a very limiied extent the meta- 
bolic process in man is slowed down 
br cold weather and accelerated by 
warm weather. at least in certain !n- 
dividuals of the reptilian or fishy tem- 
peramen‘t, if I may say so without 
any offense intended. In such indi- 
viduals. perhaps a few fractions of 2 
degree Fahrenheit one way or the 
other from the normal average tem- 
nerature may be ascribed to the in- 
fluence of the surrounding air tem- 
perature. It is a matter of no im- 
portance in itself, so far as health is 
concerned. ; 

The temperature of the human ani- 
mal, as my veterinary friend would 
say, shows a normal variation of about 
two degrees Fahrenheit between the 
early hours of the morning and the 
late afternoon—a physiological fact 
too often ignored in households where 
this bad habit of taking the tempera- 
ture prevails, 

Individuals who are active musct- 
larly have a slightly higher tempera- 
ture than sedentary individuals as a 
ceneral rule.

Randolph Issues Statement. 

Hollins. N. Randolph, president of 
the association, Tuesday made public 
a lengthy statement in which the dif- 
ferences between Mr. Venable and the 
association were reviewed in detail. 

he statement follows: 

The Stone Mountain Confederate Monn- 
mental essociation, through its general 
counsel, Arnold & Arnold, this morning 
presented to Judge John RB. Hutcheson 
of the Stone Mountain judicial circuit. a 
petition for a temporary and permanent 
injunction to prevent Samuel H. Venable 
from stopping work on the Stone Moun- 
tain Confederate memorial, and from com- 
mitting acts of interference intended to 
destroy the enterprise. 

This action was taken as a tlast resyrt 
and with a great deal of reluctance after 
the officers and executive committee of 
the association had put forth every pos- 
sible effort to induce Mr. Venable to vo- 
operate with them im carrying on _ the 
work. All of these efforts were unsne- 
cessful, and it finally came to the roint 
where the executive committee were forced 
to take this step as a matter of duty to 
the many thousands of patriotic nen, 
women and children who have contributed 
to the Memorial. 

As is well known, Mr. Venable ig one 
of the donors of a portion of the north 
side of Stone Mountain for the purpose of

“For instance, I protested most 
vigorously after we had overcome a 
difficult situation, in the employment 
of a secretary at a salary of $10-.-

Lack of Harmony, 

As a member of the executive commit- 
of the association, Mr, Venabie fune- 
tioned in harmony with his colleagues until 
a short time before the association’s un- 
nual meeting which was held the last week 
in April.

He made efforts to obtain control of the 
entire administration of the association's 
affairs. He clearly indicated that it was 
his purpose to disrupt the association if he 
should fail to gain control.

Ground Leased. 


The petition further shows that Stone 
Mountain and the lands adjacent thereto 
are under iease for the purpose of taking 
out granite for a period of forty years 
ending in 1951, and shows that it is very 
doubtful whether Mr. Venable is even en- 
titled to the possession of the ground and 
the portion of the mountain from which he 
‘§ attempting to eject the assgciation, even 
essuming that he were the sole owner, 
which he is not, The petition further 
shows that there is no objection on the 
part of the lessee to the carving on the 
mountain or to the occupancy of any of 
the ground from which Mr. Venable is at- 
tempting to eject the association. 

Mr. Venable served notice on the execn- 
tive committee that unless they complied 
with his demand for absolute control of the 
entire administrative personnel, he not only 
would withdraw from the committee hut 
would disrtipt and destroy the enterprise. 
The committee, naturaily, and as a matter 
of course, were anxious ‘to give Mr. Ven- 
able the full measure of deference due him 
as one of the donors of the mountain, and 
especially to give due consideration to bis 
age and his infirmities of temperament. 
But they were not willing to concede ihat 
his position as one of the donors of the 
mountain gave him the right to exact ab- 
solute and immediate compliance with h‘s 
unjust and unreasonable interference in the 
association’s affairs, Throughout the -en- 
tire conduct of the enterprise we have en- 
deavored in -every possible way to have 
harmony with Mr. Venabie and to conduct 
the affairs of the association in a wman- 
ner satisfactory and agreeable to him. We 
have treated him with infinite patience and 
infinite respect. Nothwithstanding all these 
efforts, he has stubbornly insisted that the 
affairs should proceed in accordance with 
bis own individual ideas. In other words. 
Mr. Venable has demonstrated conclusively 
to his associates on the committee that he 
is incapable of conforming to any policy 
except that of rule or ruin, 

As I stated in the ontset,. 
exireme reluctance, and after exhausting 
every means of conciliation which was 
humanly possible, that our executive com- 
mittee decided to seek relief in the courts.

Lack of Harmony, 

As a member of the executive commit- 
tee of the association, Mr, Venabie funce- 
tioned in harmony with his colleagues until 
a short time before the association’s «un- 
nual meeting which was held the last week 
in April. About that time he began to 
create friction in the executive committee. 
He made efforts to obtain control of the 
entire administration of the association's 
affairs. He clearly indicated that it was 
his purpose to disrupt the association if he 
should fail to gain control. He demand- 
ed the right to name persons of his own 
selection on the board of directors and 
the executive committee. 
dismissal of the executive secretary, who 
had rendered efficient, loyal and  satis- 
factory service. When his demand for ihe 
dismissal of the secretary was not instant- 
ly complied with by the executive com- 
mitsee, Mr. Venable left the meeting in a 
fury of rage. At the earnest request of one 
member of the committee who believed he 
could persuade Mr. Venable to listen to 
reason, the committee postponed action in 
the matter in the hope that harmony could 
be restored. For the sake of harmony, and 
in a spirit of sacrificing himself in the 
interest of the memorial, the secretary 
tendered his resignation. On the following 
day Mr. Venable calied on Mr. E. Rivers, 
vice president and business manager, and 
presented a demand for the appointment of 
a sub-committee to tender the position of 
gecretary to a person of Mr. Venable’s &e- 
lection Mr. Venable further demanded in 
substance the dismissal of practically the 
entire administrative personnel of the as- 
sociation, withont reason or justification. 

When these demands were not instanriy 
complied with, Mr. Venable thereupon tend- 
ered his. resignation from the = excntive 
committee. After mature deliberation, cut 
of respect to his age and his well-known 
infirmities of temperament, the eominit- 
tee unanimons!y declined accept 
resiznation, and appointed a sub-committee 
three of the foremost citizens of At- 
lanta to wait upen him and, make an ef- 
fort to persuade him to harmonize himself 
with his colleagues.

These ladies not only have 
not given their consent to these efforts of 
Mr. Venable to stop the work and destroy 
the enterprise, but on the contrary they dis- 
approve of them and have taken no part 
therein. The petition to the court sets 
forth that Mr, Venable has no authority to 
act for these ladies, but is acting entire 
ly outside the scope of his authority, on 
his individual and personal malice, and that 
the remedy by injunction will afford the 
relief to which the association i$ entitled. .. 


Ground Leased, 


The Petition further shows that Stone 
Mountain and the lands adjacent thereto 
are under iease for the purpose of taking 
out granite for a period of forty years 
ending in 1951, and shows that it is very 
doubtful whether Mr. Venable is even en- 
titled to the possession of the ground and 
the portion of the mountain from which he 
‘§ attempting to eject the assgciation, even 
essuming that he were the sole owner, 
which he is not, The petition further 
shows that there is no objection on the 
part of the lessee to the carving on the 
mountain or to the occupancy of any of 
fhe ground from which Mr. Venable is at- 
tempting to eject the association. 

Mr. Venable served notice on the execn- 
five committee that unless they complied 
with his demand for absolute control of rhe 
entire administrative personnel, he not only 
would withdraw from the committee hut 
would disrtipt and destroy the enterprise. 
The committee, naturaily, and as a matter 
of course, were anxious to give Mr. Ven- 
able the full measure of deference due him 
as one of the donors of the mountain, and 
especially to give due consideration to bis 
age and his infirmities of temperament. 
But they were not willing to concede that 
his position as one of the donors of the 
mountain gave him the right to exact ab- 
solute and immediate compliance with h'‘s 
unjust and unreasonable interference In the 
association’s affairs. Throughout the — en- 
tire conduct of the enterprise we have en- 
deavored in -every possible way to have 
harmony with Mr. Venabie and to conduct 
the affairs of the association in a wman- 
ner satisfactory and agreeable to him. We 
have treated him with infinite patience and 
infinite respect. Nothwithstanding all these 
efforts, he has stubbornly insisted that the 
affairs should proceed in accordance with 
his own individual ideas.

On Business Men 


Speaking at a luncheon in his hon- 
or at the Capital City club Tuesday, 
Judge James A. Emery, of Washing- 
ton, declared that business men, if 
they would see proper government, 
must attend the ballot boxes on elec- 
tion days, instead of going to the golf 
links. If business men don’t study 
out many of the problems in public 
life today, they will have to fight them 
out in the future, he asserted. 

Judge Emery, who was the guest of 
William B. Baker, president of the 
Atlantie Ice and Coal corporation and 
the Employers’ Association of Atlan- 
ta, is general counsel of the National 
Association of Manufacturers and of 
the national industrial council. 

Predicts Third Party. 

The biggest problem facing the 
country today, said Judge Emery, is 
the maintenance of individual enter- 
prise against the devastation o¢ un- 
sound governmental enterprise or un- 
sound private organizations He 
warned that the country would, in 
all probability, this year face the for- 
mation of a strong third political par- 
ty. This party, he said, would be the 
expression of a deep-seated economic 
disc@ntent and ought to vitally in- 
terest all business men. 

“The kind of government we get,’’ 
he declared, “depends on the kind of 
government we complacently endure. 
If business men were interested in 
government as they should be, we 
would get to run our public affairs, 
not the most popular man, as today, 
but the best qualified expert, as we 
should.”

Water runs down bill. 

But if there were no hill, 
would happen? 

That is what the board of educa- 
tion is going to find out. 

It will only cost $3,600, and on the 
installment plan at that. 

The scene jof the experiment in ap- 
plied physics is the William A. Bass 
Junior High school, the magnificent 
structure on which the board spent 
$280.000 of teachers’ pay roll money 
last vear. 

Behind the school is a hillock. .. . 
Down the hillock water runs. ... It 
seeps under the building and threatens 
to turn a few hundred thousarkl dol- 
lers’ worth of new schoolhouse into a 
dime’s worth of mud, so the board was 
told Tuesday. 

Will Move Hill. 

So thev’re going to move the hill 
away so the water won't have any hill 
to run down. 

But that is not all of this experi- 
ment in physics. 

The hill measures some 10,000 cubic 
yards around the waist and it would 
cost $7.500 to haul it clear away. A 
nice piece of land adjacent to the 
school can be bought for $3,600. So 
the land is to be bought and the nill is 
to be shoved over on it. Then the 
water won't run down the hill into 
the schoolhouse any more, 

The additional land, Superintendent 
Willis A. Sutton told the board, will 
be useful, after the hill is smeared 
over it, as a location for additional 
class rooms of the _ portable ty¥#e, 
which will be needed to house the 
overflow attendance expected this fall.

“Editor Constitution: I have just 
read in this morning’s Constitiition ths 
appeal of Mayor Wicker, of Coleman, 
Fla., to the wizard of the Ku. Klux 
Klan for protection against the ‘pro- 
tection’ of the klan in the three Flori- 
da counties, Knowing that the ‘wizard’ 
is too busy with polities about the re- 
publican convention at Cleveland to 
respond to the mayor's appeal, I de- 
sire to offer a suggestion to the dis- 
treseed] people in that klankurst area, 
for the good it may do nearer home, 
where we have had samples of klan 
‘protection.’ These matters are very 
important to every community. My 
letter to Mayor Wicker follows.

“Mayor T. H. Wicker, Coleman, 
Fla.: I have read your appeal to the 
grand wizard of the K. K. K. through 


1 The Atlanta Constitution, and, under- 


standing the utter futility of your ap- 
peal to that source, I am disposed to 
offer you a suggestion and hold out 
to you the only possible hope for pro 
tection against the organized band of 
outlaws; that is in the organization of 
the God-fearing. law-respecting people 
of the communities affected. Only a 
coward is willing to cover up his 
face, operate in the dark, and seek 
safety in superior numbers. Fiven 
when a frail, defenseless woman is to 
be the victim of brutality they go out 
in numbers sufficient to protect their 
vellow-streaked carcasses from harm 
at her feeble hands. Being cowards, 
they hunt cover whenever they scent 
danger, and .if. your decent and law- 
loving people will only organize they 
will promptly desist from their out- 
rages, assaults and home invasions. 

“Should the ‘wizard’ respond to 
your call for protection from klan 
‘protection,’ he would only send a 
man to prepare and pblish an alibi. 
Nothing is more important to kuklux- 
ism than the alibi.

Today’s news from the department 
of agriculture that unseasonal weath- 
er had made the outlook fcr grow 
ing crops the worst in a dozen years 
confirms private information obtain- 
ed by bankers here. In the Pacific 
coast states there has been «unusually 
warm weather and drouth, and east of 
the Rockies unusually cold, wet 
weather. While the outlook for corn 
and cotton appear to be the werst the 
present indications are for 95,000,000 
bushels less wheat than harvested last 
year. 

If the existing weather should con- 
tinue for another month or so, then 
there would be something real to talk 
about in the way of crop faitures, 

Production of boots and _ shves 
throughout the country during Aprii 
amounted to 27,921,064 pairs. the de- 
partment of commerce stated .today. 
This compared. with 28,364.465 for 
March of this year, and 26,851,512 
for April of 1925. 

Faciory employment in the state 
of New York dropped 7 per cent dur 
ing the months of April and May and 
the department of labor will make this 
announcement tomorrow. ‘This means 
that for the two months more than 
100,000 workers were dropped, cur- 
tailment of production being the moat 
marked in ‘steel, iron, copper, brass, 
textiles. ; 

It also means that the number nor 
employed is now back to where it was 
when before the upward movement 
took place in 1922. 


An obstructionist battle was 
launched in council Tuesday afier- 
noon to delay indefinitely the effect- 


iveness of the June finance sheet 


because of the high water rate on! 


which it is based. 

After the sheet had been adopted 
by an overwhelming majority vote, 
Councilman Harry York, second- 
ed by Councilman J. A. White, filed 
notice of bis intention to move to re- 
consider at the next regular meeting, 
which is on Monday. 

The effect of the notice; under the 
rules by which council is governed, is 
to hold up final action on the sheet 
until Monday. 

After the meeting, Councilman 
York conceded that his motion would 
be voted down when it is made Mon- 
day, but scid that another member, 
whom he did not name, would im- 
mediately file notice of reconsidera- 
tion again, holding up the sheet an- 
other two weeks until the first regu- 
lar meeting in July. 

Just how long the. obstructionist 
tactics were to be continued by the 
“bitter-enders’” on the water-rate dis- 
pute Councilman York was not pre- 
pared to say. Supporters of the 
finance sheet and the high water rate 
voted to have it adopted as an emer- 
gency measure to raise revenue to 
keep schools open in September an 
October. 

The water-rat2 ordinance itself, not 
providing for any expenditure of city 
money, was not subject to the par- 
liamentary obs.ructionist tactics that 
have been launched against’ the 
finance sheet and was adopted last 
week by a big mujority and sent to 
the mayor for signature. 

Only measures like the finance 
sheet, which look toward expendi- 
ture of money, can be held up by 
filing notice of intention to move 
to reconsider. Such measures can 
be held up in covncil by two council- 
men. If passed ‘by council they can 
be held up in the aldermanic board, 
which acts on 1a0oney measures sepa- 
rately, by one alderman, unsupport- 
ed. Councilman York said that, whea 
the opposition in the lower body 
reached the limit of its ability to 
“tile reconsideration. notices,” some 
aldermen, also not named, would 
Jaunch the same attack in the alder- 
mznie board. 

Councilman York is contending for 
a two-mill emergency tax levy to meet 
the school deficit instead of the one- 
mill emergency tax, already approved 
by council. in combination with a 
water rate increase and cuts in ap- 
propriations fu~ public improvements. 

Delay in adoption of the June 
sheet will not impede operation of any 
city departments, as the January 
sheet remains effective until replaced 
by the June sheet. 

The delay will, however, postpone 
the time for launching the special 
drive against tax dodgers, planned bv 
the city tax assessors. The drive can- 
not begin until the sheet, carrying a 
$3,000 appropriation for a special tax 
investigating staff, is adopted and the 
money is made available. 

The June sheet was adopted by 
viva voce vote or Alderman R. A. 
Gordon's motion. Councilman York 
raised the only dissenting’ voice and 
filed notice of his motion, joined by* 
Councilman White immediately after. 

Before the sheet was put on its 
passage, Counci!man York had of- 
fered an amendment to take the $20,- 
000 appropriated to McDonough road 
bridge and divert it to the street's 
ordinary fund for use in street re- 
pairs throughout the city. The 
amendment wag voted down. 


INGUME TAX REFUND 
~ EXPLAINED BY ROSE 


Full explanation of the refund on 
the 25 per cent reduction of income 
taxes authorized by the revenue act 
of 1924, is contuined in a statement 
issued Tuesday by Josiah T. Rose, 
collector of internal revenue. 

Mr. Rose addressed the following 
communication te The Constitution: 

Editor The Constitution: In connection 
with the 25 per cent reduction authorized 
by the revenue act of 1924, 1 am attach- 
ing copy of notice which was forwarded to 
the various pewspapers for publication. 

Full publicity nas not been given this 
recuction, therefore, any news item you 
may carry will be very much appreciated.

The text of the statement is as 
follows: 

All individual taxpayers will be given 
the benefit of the 25 per cent reduction of 
income taxes payable during 1924 in deter- 
mining the amount to be paid »s the June 
15 installment. 

Jf one-fourth 
warn paid at 
the Juve 15 installment will 
half of the amount paid when the return 
was filed.” As an example, :f the tota: 
tax liability was $100 and $25 being paia 
at the time the return was filed, the 
amcunt of the June installmert will be 
$12.50. The cerrect tax liability being 
reduced from $100 to $75, and §25 hav- 
ing been paid, it is only necessary that the 
amount ef the «June installment be suf- 
ficient to cover one-half of the total amount 
duc for the year. 

If three-fourths of the total amornt of 
tax reported to be due was paid at the 
time of filing the return, no further pay- 
ment will be due. 

If one-half of the tetal tax reported te 
be due was paid when the return was 
fited, no payment will be due until Septem. 
ber 15. 

In the event the entire amount of tax re- 
ported to be due was paid at the time the 
return was filed, the overpayment of 25 
per cent will be refunded as svon as it is 
pessible to do 20. In the meantime, it 
will not be necessary that any claim for 
refund be filed or any other action taken 
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of the total tax reported 
e time the return was filed,

Glynn County Solon 
Would Spend $12,000,000 
Annually for Next Five 
Years on Highways. 


B. F. Mann, representative from 
Glynn county in the Georgia house of 
representatives, visited the office of 
tiie state highway department ‘Tuesday 
and discussed in detail his proposed 
plan for a state-wide bond issue for 
tpe building of a great system of hard- 
surfaced highways through every 
county in the state. 

Mr. Mann advocates a road bond 
issue of $40,000,000. With this sum, 
be believes, a system of highways to- 
taling 4,400 miles could be built in 
five years’ time, which would give 
each county seat at least two paved 
roads leading away from it, and con- 
necting it with two or more other 
county seate, Mr. Mann, however, does 
not advocate abandonment of the pro- 
cram for 6,500 miles of roads adopted 
by the legislature in 1919, but merely 
rroposes to build the stated 4,400 miles 
first, and afterwards continue the 
work until the total proposed is com- 
pleted. 

$8,000,000 Per Year. 

| The plan calls fur issuance of the 
bonds at the rate of $8,000,000 per 
year for a period of five years. This 
would give the state highway depart- 
rent approximately $12,000, per 
year for the construction of the roads, 
including $2,000,000 of federal aid 
money and $2,000,000 from the state 
gasoline tax. 

Under Mr. Mann’s. proposal, no ef- 
fort would be made to retire any of 
the bonds until after the close of the 
five-year period of issuance. ‘They 
would be retired serially, at a cost 
not exceeding the income from the 
casoline tax and the automobile license 
tax revenue, besides leaving $1,500,000 
spnually from the fatter fund for 
maintenance of the roads. The gaso- 
line tax will bring in $2,000,000 pe: 
acnum and the license tag tax $z.- 
500,000 in round figures. Of this 
total, $3.000,000 annually will be 
wore than enough to pag both inter 
est and payments on principal. of the 
entire bond issue of. $40,000,000 ana 
retire them all in less than thirty 


years. 
Would Give $60,000,000. 


As Mr: ‘Mann pcinted out, this 
plan would give Georgia approximate- 
ly $60,000,000 to spend on such a 
system bf permanent paved roads 
within the next five years—$40,000,060 
from the bond issue and 20,000,060 
from the other sources of state. road 
revenue and the federal aid money. 

It is also estimated by Mr. Mann 
that the increase in revenue from the 
regular sources of auto tags and gaso- 
line, brought sbout by the growth of 
the ‘automobile ownership in the state 
through better roads, will amply au- 
thorize whatever additional projects 
are found desirable, after the initial 
mileage of 4,400 miles is completed 
in the five-year period. oda 

Mr. Mann is enthusiastic in sup- 
port of the plan. He does not believe* 
either the legislature or the state as a 
whole would approve a larger issue 
than $40,000,000, but he 1s convinced 
that. as worked out, the amount will 
he sufficient to make Georgia roads 
as nearly perfect as is possible by any 
reasonable expenditure. : 

The state highway department is 
cooperating heartily. with the Glynn 
representative and its officials have 
given him every possible facility in 
securing the facts he needed in pre- 
paring his tables and estimates of 
mileage, costs and other features

$8,000,000 for Education. 

Mr: Mann is also advocating 4 houd 
issue of $8,000,000 for new buildings 
for the schools and colleges of the 
state. He plans to retire these parse 
on a plan similar to the propose 
highway bonds, from the revenue se- 
cured from a proposed tax on motor 
and: lubricating oils, which would 
bring in $500,000 in revenue annually. 

Speaking of the detailed p'ans for

Iu neither of these propositions will bonds 
be permitted to be issued beyond what 
cau be taken care of by the present spe- 
ciui source of tax. income.

‘‘Those who worked the 3-cent gas Dill 
through the legislature did not contem- 
plate a ‘pay-as-you go’ plan. Georgia is 
such a large state, with such a large road 
mileage, that we cau hardly hepe during 
this gencration to have even this permanent 
county seat system (of 4,300 to 4,400 miices 
by such a plan.
